The Wing is the fide of the Company, from the Front, to the Reare, 

the tight ſide being called the right Wing,and the left hde the lefe Wing, 
Hereafrer followeth certain ge* 
neral obſerugtions, 

Let every Souldier kno:# that in matching they are to follow their 

Leaders in Files,as alſo keep ever with their right hand man, which is 
their Leader ip Rank, the like muſt be done upon a ſand.co Rand righe 
after theic Leaders iD Filſe,and rank ever with their right hand man in 
rank, obſerving true ditance and form according unto ſuch order as ſhall 
be enjoyned by the Commander. Let the Pikeman know that in a march 
he mult alwaies ſhoulder his Pikz,cither juſt or ſinking, as the word ſhall 
be given; and coming thorow any pott or gate, he is to port his Pike, 
1pon a Trevp he muſt carry his Pike mounted, and rpon a Rand let him 
alwaies ſer down or order his Pike, unleſs he have command to the con- 
trary. Let the Pikeman further know and obſerve chat in charging(being 
ren depth )half the ranks or front diviſion are to charge or preſent their 
Pikes, the other half or reare diviſion areto carry their Pikes mounted 
or ported over the heads of their leaders, that they be no hinderance co 
them, either in charging or in reciting, 
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Obſerve ltkewayes that when they preſent ſtanding, tofa!l back with 
the right foor, and marching, to preſent the left toot beipg Rooped

The Mauſquetier mnſt obſerve upon a march to ſhoulder his Muſquer, 
and catty the Rel in his right hand, except he prepare togive fire, then 
is he bound to carry his reit in his lefc hand : the like alſo ina troupe, 
bar ina ſtand lechimeverreſthis Muſquer, except he have command 
rothe contrary, In exetrcifing of the Company, firſt cauſe the body to 
liand in good order, and being in ſuch order as they are enjoyned to, 
ler them face to the right or lett hand, and ſo look upon then round, ſee- 
ing them ſand righe in Files, and Ranks, 

Ten ranks, and five files, face them to either hand, and then there 
Is as many files, as ranks were before, being become ranks, and the 
ranks being converted into files, When you double your files ro any 
hand, by donbling of ranks to the contrary hand, they are_ brovghtta 
their firſt forme ; likewayes faving doubled ranks to any hand, by dou- 
bling of files tothe contrary hand, they become to tacic ficlt o:der, or

There is divers ſorts of Exercifing of Muſquetiers by themſelves 
apart, which cannot well be ſer down bur 1n action, 

The firſt is co win ground upon the Enemy. 

The ſecond is to loſe ground, or making a Retreat, and yet oftzrd 
the Enemy, 
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The rhicd is in Marching by the Enemy, and diſchargeing vpop them 
by Files as they March. 

The foutth ſort is by dividing the front and reare by diviſions, fix 
foot diftance, and marching away by the Enemy, and diſcharging up= 
on them halt Files, the fictt half File marchivg through the divihon from 
rherighr to the left : the ſecond half File diſchargivg upon the Enemy, 
and :alling by the Reare or laſ}/Rank, unto the letr halt File. 

The fifr Sort is by divicingthe right and left divifion fix foot diftance 
one from another,the firlt half Ravks diſcharging vpon the Enemy,and 
falling oft, from the right hand co the Reare, the one half rank falleth 
oft by the right diviſion co the Reare, the left diviſion falleta down 
through between thedivicons vpon the right hand unto the reare, 

For brevitics ſake, I with omic mo kinds of frams and motions, 
and alſo becai'ſe many of ther are-hindrances to the young Souldiers 
mind, Twill only preſent you with ſome few which you ſhall find at 
the end of the Book.

Temperance, Vallor, Magnanimity, Vigelancy, rate Conttance, Libe- 
rality, and Reſolution, with all other 2ood parts infident toa pertect 
Man of War, and how. much all theſe good parts, and many more 
ovehe to be in this Perſonage elected, rothis high and careful Dignity, 
you may eaſily conceive and gather, becauſe heis ſer over the reſt, to 
the end chathe being their Chiefrain and Head, may not only knaw 
how to govern them bothin aRions, bur alſo iv his. virtuous Life and 
catiage, be a Pattern, Light and Lanehory, unrothe whole number of

ing and preſerted iy War, he ſhould know to perform the parts and 
Office ofa General, beicg alone with the Companies of his own Regi- 
ment,as when !:is Gene: a!l Commands him to the Battery or Seize of
